In rpply to your telegram of tTe Oth to Joseph 
Harper, Chief of Police at Bismarck, which he 
referred to me—I have the honor to state that 
the Extradition Treaty between the United 
States and Great Britton (and Cinada), does 
not provide for the arrest and Surrender by the 
United States of persons, charged with crime of 
larceny, or robbing, which is the crime charged 
in this instance. STje Unittd States has always 
declined to surrender criminals unless bound 
by treaty to do so. But if you can procure a 
requi'ition from your government for the arrest 
of th RC parties and the return of the property, 
I should be pleased to act should our govern- 
ment see fit to detail me, but it will be impos- 
sible for any civil officer in the United States to 
make any arrest for the Canadian Government— 
except upon proper requisitions from Canada

Y u want to place your fooi upon our necks and 
grind our faces in the dust, but we will not go. 
_ will go to the plains—" 


"The Ncz'Perce Josepj tried to go to the 


plains," broke in Vest. 
"Look he^e on these 


plains where now the white men are as thick as 
the leaves from ocean to ocean. 
If you don't 


get a title to your lands here like white men the 
soldiers wil. come soon and place you upon the 
reservation." 


"My hanc s and those of my people are free 


from white man's blood," said Ohartos. "When 
the Nez Perces came here we protected the 
whites. Why does the waite man take his heart 
from us now?" 


He then took off his hat, threw it on the floor, 


stamped upun it, and with blazing eyes gazing 
upon Vest, je shouted: 


"You 
may take Chartos to the reservation, 


but there will be no breath in his nostrils. Chartos 
will be deac.. He will never go there alive." 


Vest answered the tawny chief in language as 


emphatic as1 his own, that he must obey the white 
man's laws 'as implicitly as did the wbi'e man, 
himself. If he did, he must go where the gov 
ernment chose to send hj m. Before the council 
broke up Charti.s agreed to go to Washington 
with Agent Rowan, anc talk the matter over 
with tne Great Father. The commission leaves 
tonight for Helena and the Blackfoot agency, 
and thence ti> Fort Sssinniboine, to meet the 
northern trjibes.

He became its receiver upon the uecree 
of bankruptcy in 1875, and, through the actual 
cautery of foreclosure and pale, the property 
Became vested in tie present reorganization un- 
der the honest, generous, substantial and suc- 
cessful scheme of conci iation aetween the dia- 
appointec interests of the past and the hopeful 
interests of the f ature, known as tje "Billings" 
plan.

There have been Transcontinenta Roads before 
this one. There have been last spikes and last 
spikes, but there never was a more significant 
last spike driven on the continent than this one; 
never one which had more work .and faith be- 
hind it; never one with a greater future befare 
it it has been a long way up to it. It is more 
than forty years—a longer period than the 
children of Israel were wandering in the Wilder- 
ness before reaching their Promised Land—since 
I h«ard Asa Wnitney discourse on a Pacific 
RailroaC before tje Legislature of Vermont. 
It is thirty years since Con'gress authorized 
surveys for a practicable and economical rail- 
road route from the Mississippi to the Pacific 
Ocean. It is more than a quarter of a century 
since I heard Governor Stevens discuss this 
identical Northern Pacific route before an au- 
dience in San Francisco. It is nearly a score of 
years since this road was chartered. It is thir- 
teen years since its first spike was driven. And 
this long way has at times been a very dark one. 
It was a gigantic undertaking, and had peculiar 
difficulties. 


The Union and Central Pacific was a child of 


the war. In that crisis public sentiment de- 
manded thai the Eastern and Western parts of 
our country should/ no loqger be connected 
'simply by way of jP&pe Horn or the Isthmus, but 
by railway right across and^right through

And that line had almost the government treas- 
ury behind it, and it followed a well known 
trail across the continent, and ended in the rich 
California at the Golden Gate. 


The Atlantic and Pacific route on the thirty- 


fifth parallel by Santa Fe was familiar to emi- 
gration, and bad been advocated by Senator 
Benton and others for ye>jra. The Texas Pacific 
on the thirty second porallel, was the one rec- 
ommendert in 1855 by the then secretary of war, 
Jefferson Davis, who claimed it to be the best 
of all routes according to his interpretation of 
the government surveys.

The poor Northern Pacrfic had no such loelg- 


ment in the public thought. There was no 
trail across the continent here. Emigrants to 
Oregon, even, went by the central route. This 
was called a region of desolation. It was in 
everlasting bondage to ice and snow and sterility. 
It belonged to the wildest of Indians and 
and the north pole. Though it started fr >m 
Lake Superior, how few thought anything of 
Lake Superior. It was out of the world. How 
brief a time is it since Proctor Knott convulsed a

And though the road went to Puget sound, the 
magnificent northern Mediterranean sea, what 
was Puget sound? Why, will you believe it—it 
is said that but for the marvelous trip of the 
missionary Whitman across the continent, and 
his appearance in the state department at Wash- 
ington to make known that imperial Pacific 
northwest—all that region north of the Columbia 
river might haVe been Ijst to this country in the 
Ashburton treaty. 


With all this dense ignorance of this northern 


belt, and denser prejudice, and hardly"any hu- 
man beings on the line save fierce Indians, and 
here a»id there a few soldiers shut up in forts, 
and with no government subsidy—how was tfiis 
road to be built ? To be sure it had a lane grant, 
to become of immense va ne in time. But how 
.many at first believed it good for anything? 
Besides, it it had actual valued it practically 
could have none till tbe roac. was^bnilt, and the 
lands were made accessible. But even this land 
grant had for a good deal of the time been put 
under a sort of cloud by guerilla attacks in con- 
gress, which, thank God, never sncceedec. Tbe 
majorities of both houses of congress, and all 
the presidents, from Abraham Lincoln, who 
signed tie charter, to the present graceful chief 
magistrate^who has pa-ssf-d upon and accepted so
